Red warning, to be sounded for 
air raid: Four-minute continuous 
warbling blast of sirens, with 
sound fading and then growing 
louder, then fading, etc. 


Blue warning, to be sounded 
after red before all clear: Two- 
minute continuous blast of sirens. 

Brodnax Explains. 

White signal or all clear: One- 
minute blast of sirens, followed by 
15 seconds of silence before fina] 


Important to remember is the 
fact that no blue warning signal 
will be sounded if there is not at 
least an interval of five minutes 
between the sounding of that 
warning and the actual air raid 
signal. 

In other words, Brodnax ex- 
plained, the air raids, whether real 
or practice, will be carried out 
without a second’s warning if 
there is not time enough for the 
preliminary warning.

pounds of produce in a single year will be considered commercial 
food processors and must register as such. They will be required 
to sell their products only in exchange for ration stamps. 


Opa Urges Everyone To Obtain 


New Food Ration Book 


An Atlanta woman who lives in a boarding house 
eats only 13 meals a week, writes that she makes a practice of 
keeping a few cans of fruit, vegetables and juices in her room. She 
asks “Would I be breaking the rules to keep in my room two or 
three cans, and would I need a coupon book other than the one 
(sugar) I now hold? By keeping a few things in my room I don't 
have to go out and pay fora regular meal.” 

She certainly would not be breaking any rules by purchasing 
the supplies she needs. By all means, she should apply for the No. 
2 ration book. With it she may purchase any of the rationed com- 
modities she likes, up to the amount allowed by her points. OPA 
urges that everyone, regardless of whether they think they will 
need the new ration book immediately, to obtain one. It is possible 
that agency says, that new items, as yet unrationed may be added 
to the ration list at a later date, and that stamps from War Ration 
300k No. 2 will be needed to purchase them. As a matter of per- 
sonal protection, everyone should obtain the new ration book. It 
need not be used unless the holder actually needs the rationed ar- 
ticles to which it entitles him.

Time Will Tell 

Results of the conference between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
military leaders of Britain and America, at 
Casablanca, will only be known as time and 
events make possible revelation of the plans 
that have been made. 

Military necessity requires that the actual 
plans for coming campaigns, the war program 
for this crucial year of 1943, be kept secret. 
That is self-evident. 

However, there are a number of details of 
the conference which are of primary impor- 
tance to the world and which will, undoubtedly, 
have vital effect in forming the shape of the 
history that is to be made in the coming 


months. 

Probably of first importance among all the 
revelations anent the conference is the state- 
ment that the war can end only by uncondi- 
tional surrender of the Axis powers. This 
sets at rest disturbing fears which have arisen 
in some quarters that a negotiated peace was 
contemplated. For the sake of that future 
security, that “freedom from fear” which is one 
of the chief planks of the United Nations war 
objective, there must be no negotiated peace. 
Such a conclusion would only mean a tem- 
porary truce while the militaristic nations, 
Germany and Japan, gathered their strength 
anew for another assault against the free 


world. 

These nations which adhere to force as 
their only gospel must be completely shorn of 
that force before they are again fit for equal 
participation in the family of nations of the 
world. 

That the leaders of America and of Britain 
have agreed on a war plan for 1943 was but to 
be expected. That the plan is based upon hard, 
shattering offensive, holding the initiative in 
every theater of the global conflict, is good 
news. Whether or not the complete victory 
which must be won—the unconditional sur- 
render of the enemy—can be brought about in 
1943 cannot be guessed. But it should come, 
at worst, not later than 1944. 


It was unfortunate that Joseph Stalin could 
not attend the conference. It is stated that 
the Russian leader was kept fully informed 


tary censorship as contrary to the principle of 
freedom of the press. 

Today they should realize how fantastic 
their complaints were. For anyone can see 
how necessary it was to keep silent on this 
latest journey by our wartime President and 
by Prime Minister Churchill. Probably the 
experience gained on that earlier occasion made 
more effective the silence which was so per- 
fectly kept, this time.

The conference, regardless of its militaristic 
or political value, should prove of inestimable 
worth in another manner: That is, in main- 
taining and increasing the morale of the 
peoples of the United Nations and of the occu- 
pied lands of Europe. For the conference, merely 
by being held and especially by being held on 
French soil, told the world that the end of 
the years of totalitarian war horror is ap- 
proaching. It held out new hope to those who 
have suffered most and should bring to all 
of us stiffened resolution for the trials and 
sacrifices and agonies which inevitably lie 
ahead. 

The road to victory was charted at Casa- 
blanca, but none can doubt but that the road 
will be hard, shadowed by sorrow, and pitted 
with death.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FULFILLS PROPHECY WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The fall 


of Tripoli, last remaining bastion of 
Mussolini’s once great African empire, fulfills a promise made with 
prophetic vision by Prime Minister Churchill back in December of 
1941. 

Addressing a special broadcast to the Italian people, whom he 
warned against following the leadership of one 
man who, against the will of the Pope and 
the crown, had taken them into war on the 
side of the “pagan barbarians” of Nazi Ger- 
many, the British leader made this bold 
prophecy: 

“Our armies are tearing and will tear your 
African empire to shreds and tatters. We are 
only now at the beginning of this somber tale.” 


Eighteen months before, Mussolini, like the 
dog in Aesop’s fables, had swaggered to the 
balcony of the Plazzo Venezia in Rome to pro- 
claim Italy’s entry into the war. France was 
on the verge of falling and the Italian vulture 
was obviously bent on loot. He frankly said 
so in these words: 

“This is a battle of poor peoples,” he told 
the cheering Fascists, “against those who are 
starving us and who hold ferociously a monop- 

; oly of all the riches and all the gold on earth. 

“This is a battle of fertile, youthful peoples against sterile 

peoples turning toward the twilight; it is a battle between two 
centuries and two ideas.” 


LIKE DOG IN FABLE Not satisfied with the 1,000,000 


square miles of territory that then 
constituted the Italian African empire, this would-be Caesar, seeing 
the reflection of his own bloated image in the Mediterranean, 
looked covetously at the French colonial possessions of Algiers, 
Morocco and Tunisia. Like the dog crossing the brook in the fable, 
he dropped the bone of Italy’s empire while grasping for a richer 
prize. 

Eritrea, which stretches for 670 miles along the African coast 
on the Red Sea, was the first Italian possession to go. The British 
captured it back in April of 1941. 

Next went Italian Somaliland, which sprawls for 1,100 miles 
along the Indian ocean. The British took this about the same time. 

After this the Italians were forced to give up Ethiopia, the king 
dom wrested from Haille Selassie in defiance of the League of 
Nations in 1936. It was this conquest that led Mussolini, then at 
the zenith of his power, to give the title of Emperor to the half- 
pint-size King Victor Emmanuel III of Italy. The British returned 
the land to Selassie in November, 1941. 


ALL NOW GONE Finally came Libya, of which Tripoli is the 
chief city. With its fall has gone the last 
vestige of Italian empire. 

Mr. Churchill’s prophecy has come true, but, as he said in that 
unheeded warning to the Italian people, “the somber tale” is only 
beginning. Next we propose to devastate Italian cities, giving 
Mussolini a dose of the same medicine he dished out earlier to 
the British in sending his bombers against London. After that. we 
propose to invade his country and grind into the dust the military 
machine which he built up in defiance of the League of Nations 
and exploited against helpless little nations in contravention of all 
of the laws of decency and civilization. 


GALLOWS WAITS And, when that is done, we propose that 


the gallows will be paid its due as the 
final evidence of our determination that the bloody crimes of the 
warmongers shall not go unpunished. 

There is no more pathetic figure in the world today than the 
once proud and boastful Mussolini. His empire has been torn to 
tatters. The peace-loving people whom he once ruled with an iron 
hand now continue to give him allegiance only because of the 
presence in their country of a vast army of German soldiers and 
Gestapo agents. In the end, he faces a hangman’s noose. 

There was never the slightest provoca- 


NO PROVOCATION T : 
tion for Italy going into the war on the 


side of the Nazis. President Roosevelt and the British government 
pleaded with Mussolini to keep his country neutral. But the lure 
of loot—the instincts of the vulture—persuaded the clowning 
“jackal” of Rome to cast his lot with the unspeakable Huns of 
Nazidom. 

The fall of Tripoli is the symbol of things to come. It is the 
epitome of a poem written in an earlier day by another English- 
man, the immortal Kipling: 


Far-called, our navies melt away— 

On dune and headland sinks the fire— 
Lo, all our pomp of yesterday 

Is one with Nineveh and Tyre!

ONE WORD MORE

PRESIDENTIAL VISITS It was on October 1, 1862, that the 


tall, patient man in the White 
House clapped his rusty stovepipe hat on his head and set out 
with a few friends, to visit the “front” where George McClellan, 
dreaming of a Presidential stovepipe hat for 
himself, was in command. 

He told not a member of his cabinet, not 

a man on McClellan’s staff. 
McClellan heard about it, through 
channel, and rode-to meet the President. 


McClellan was fearful of some order to 
move. The north was even then growing tired 
waiting for George McClellan to do something. 

The President was patient ana pleasant. 

Allan Pinkerton, head of the secret service, 
was with him. At the front he had his picture 
made with Pinkerton and General John A. Me- 
Clernand, a Democratic congressman from 
Illinois who had gone into the army. He also 
had his picture made with McClellan and his 
staff. The pictures may be seen today, the 
figures stiff and solemn, waiting for the time 
exposure on the plates which were to make 
the name of Matthew B. Brady known wherever 

photography is known. ; 
The President and the staff took a horseback ride around the 
camp. Soldiers were popeyed there, as they were in Casablanca 
when President Franklin D. Roosevelt rode by on a jeep. 
Some of the soldiers argued that he wasn’t as ugly as the car- 
toonists made him look. They cheered him. They liked him. 


Later on the President and McClellan sat alone on the side of 

a hill and talked over the war. Later McClellan was to write a 
letter to his wife and say he was pleased.

President. He and a friend from 


Illinois, O. M. Hatch, were together in the tent. 

The President was up next morning at daybreak, watching the 
thousands of men preparing for the day. He commented it was a 
sizable bodyguard for McClellan. 


That day they drove to visit a brigade at the river's edge. 
They rode in an old field ambulance. As they bumped along over 
the road the President asked a friend in the ambulance to sing a 
song he liked, “Twenty Years Ago.” It is a sad ballad. a ballad 
much in the style of “When You and I Were Young, Maggie.” 

Tears came in the President's eyes and Lamon, his friend, 
seeing the tears, swung into a popular minstrel song of the day, 
“Picayune Butler.” 

When he returned to Washington, the newspapers unfriendly to 
him had written deeply critical stories denouncing him for having 
sung “ribald” songs while driving over the field where men had 
recently fought a battle. They called him heartless and blood- 
thirsty. They hinted he was drunk. 
| (The Roosevelt haters follow the same pattern today. It is the 
Same pattern followed by the detractors of Jackson and of Wilson.) 

Later Lincoln was to visit Richmond when that city was taken. 
He went to call at George Pickett’s home: saw his wife and asked 
after her husband, who had led the charge at* Gettysburg and who 
was to live out his life broken by the failure and the cost of it in 
lives. 

“Who shall I say called?” she asked, faint and thinking she 
dreaming as she stared at the gaunt, tired figure on the steps. 

“Just one of George Pickett’s old friends, ma’m,” he said, and 


walked away.

Through an intensified program to educate the public on 
prevention of forest fires, and to train personnel of the U. 5S. 
Forest Service in efficiently combating forest fires, an all- 
out effort has been made during the past six months to pre- 
vent a repetition of. fire losses and damages seen in this area 
last spring, Clint Davis, fire prevention specialist of the 
southern region of the U. S. Forest Service, said yesterday. 


“Every fire this spring. will 
mean that much loss in production 
of war-needed lumber including 
ship timber, gonstruction timber 
and airplane veneers,” he em- 
phasized. 

Military authorities have 
that fires occurring in coastal areas | °, 
interfering with dim-outs, and/| 
building up a smoke pall over the) 
ocean, or endangering military) 
and industrial areas hereafter will 
be considered as acts of sabotage 
and such fires will be investigated | 
by the Department of Justice, 
Davis said in emphasizing that 
every measure possible has been 
taken to prevent fires during the, 
dry season.

J. F. Brooks, assistant regional 
forester, is in charge of crews. 

Redding also announced that 
crews of students from four Geor- 
gia schools will be organized and 
trained as emergency workers in 
fire fighting. These crews will be 
organized in North Georgia Col- 
lege, Young Harris College, Rabun 
Gap-Nacoochee school and Tal- 
lulah Falls Institute. 

These highly trained crews will 
offset the Forest Service’s loss of 
man power to ¢he armed forces 
and defense industries, Davis sur- 
mised, as well as the loss of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, 
which until they were closed last 
July, had been called upon as fire 
fighters.

An Ancient Formation 2) Oil the wav 
back to the early 1880s and 90s, and there is no feasible 
way to place any responsibility for its first successful 
usage. 
The new professor and athletic head at Pittsburgh, 
Clark D. Shaughessey, is being credited once again with 
first introducing the ill-famed formation. 


Why, the T formation always has been used to 
some extent. The old coaches used it with varia- 
tions. Knute Rockne used it altogether until he got 
tired of getting beat by Yale and Army. Rock then 
decided on a variation. . He shifted the backfield, 
used the box, and made very good use of the vari- 
ation. 


Modern Notre Dame coaches, excepting Jack Meagher 
and Frank Leahy, didn’t use the “T” much. They always 
shifted, and so it wasn’t the “T.” 

George Halas revived the “T” at Chicago. He liked the 
formation and added another variation—man in motion. 
He is actually responsible for Shaughnessey introducing it 
at Stanford. 

You see, Shaughnessey is a product of Minnesota, 
which has never used the “T,” and when he coached 

at Loyola and Tulane, he didn’t use it, either. He 

was brought up on power plays. 

It was only after he had been at Chicago and watched 
the Bears on Sundays that he decided to install it the next 
time the right material showed up. 


a Shaughnessey helped 
Copy ine From Bears Halas. He’d spot for 
the Bear coach on the roof and got intensely interested in 
the success the Bears were having in using the formation 
with variations. 

And just to show how so oftentimes fame is 
misplaced, Shaughnessey landed at Stanford, used 
the “T” formation—with Frankie Albert just about 
serving as a coach on the field—and put the Indians 
in the Rose Bowl. 

The hue and cry immediately was raised that a new 
hero of football had been discovered. Shaughnessey had 
introduced a terrific formation—the “T.” 

But he had introduced it some 60 years late. 

He had introduced it after countless old coaches of an 
era ‘long ago; after Knute Rockne; after Jack Meagher; 
after George Halas, etc. 

It is interesting, too, to note that he had only one 
good year in using it at Stanford. Only one good 
year. And he set no woods afire last year at Mary- 
land. 

Systems are great, but material means a lot more. 

I was.talking with Coach Bill Alexander yesterday. 
Alex frequently fits the system to the material. 

“I’m willing to use any system we can score with at 
Georgia Tech,” he said with a grin. 

Coach Alex says he guesses the “T” formation is 
all right, with the many variations that have helped 
to make it go. 

It has won for some coaches and lost for others. 

This is true of any formation the game has ever known. 
And chances are the old reliable single wingback, bal- 
anced or unbalanced line, has known a lot more success 


through football history. 

: ror ‘yo Back at the beginning of this 
Bad Year for I piece, the “T” formation was 
referred to as ill-famed. This was mentioned largely be- 
cause of events of 1942. Notre Dame did not fare too well 
using it once again.
